The American Air Force is making plans, for the second time, 
to launch a satellite to the Moon from the Cape Canaveral

The rocket should be fired 
next weekend, but it would 
take two ond a half days before 
fhe satelite, which is the fourth 
stage of the carricr vehicle, to 
reach the proximity of the 
Moon, providing that all went 
well in its journey through more 
than 200,000 miles of space.

|e paying tribute to scientists of the nuclear age 
we tend to forget geniuses of the ancient world. 
It seems ineredible that men like Hero of Alexan- 


dria, born about the time 
a steam turbine. 


He was so much fiy advance 
of his time that 1,800 years 
passed before the powcr of 
steam was put to practical use, 


Hero’s invention wag no round, 
closed vessel which revolved on 
an axis and was driven round 
when steam came out of noz- 
zles. If a schdol of mechanics 
had existed. to develop steam 
power, the Romans might have 
joid rallways os well ag ronds 
in Britain, 


People Scared 


But /t was not until the 17th 
and 18th centurles that men 
began to think about steam 
power again, Two far-from- 
doubting-Thomases, Stnvery and 
Newcomen, made the first prac- 
tleal pumping engines. Then 
James Watt Introduced great 
improvements. ‘ 


Steam locomotion, however, 
was left to other inventors to 
devise. A Frenchman, Nicholas 
Cugnot, made the first 
propelling road vehicle in 1768, 

It' was a clumsy little wooden 
tumbril, fitted with hissing 
boiler which scared people off 
the strects of Parl, Eventually 
it toppled over on a corner and 
was carted off to a muscum, 

Not long ufterwards, Willlam 
Murdock, the Scot who "could 
do anything”, built himself ao 
small steam carringe. ‘He took 
it out on the streets in Cornwall, 
but one night ft ran awny from 
him ond went like a ‘demon 
through the village of Redruth, 
It headed for the church, 
whero the old vicar cried out 
in terror thnt Satan, breathing 
fire and fury, was raging along 
the highway after him!

The problem of world liquidity, which will be the 
main topic at the New Delhi meeting of the 
International Monetary Fund, is not a new 
one, nor is it particularly difficult to under- 


stand. 


A similar problem would 
orisc if the amount of money 
and credit in a country was 
arditrarily limited. As trade 
within the country grew, a 
constant amount of money 
would have to finance more 
und more purchases. If for 
some rengson the country’s trade 
bein to decline, the money 
shortuge would magnify — the

The Problem. 


On an Vinternational level, 
the prohtem was encountered 
in the carly 19308, At that 
the reserves Of most 
were held in sold, or 
tenins of oeetd, ultimately 
Deenuse that was the only 
ternationally acceptable mean 
of payment, ‘The solution . 
simple: to abandon the 1 
standard which placed a rishd 
limit on the growth of liquid- 
ity, 

Nowadays, international — re- 
serves are expressed in terms 
ot both gold and dollars, But 
told, at $35 1n ounee, is Worth 
no more than it was in 1034. 
Today's world’s stock oof — the 
metal and its carefully hoarded 
dollar reserves are not large 
enough for the job they have 
to do, ! 

The problem, has suddenly 
become acute because of the 
threat of a world recession. A 
shortage of internationally ac- 
ceptable means of payment may 
not cause o recession in trade 
but many experts believe it 
con Intensify any decline once 
it is. underway. 

According to the new por 
Uitical and economic planning 
survey, cach dollar's worth — of 
gold held in reserves of the 
world’s central banks in 1937, 
sustained just over a dollar's 
worth of trade. Now against 
cach dollars worth of gold in 
reserve, must be set nearly 
three dollars’ worth of trade. 
Despite g<eneroug United States 
ald policies, the eamount of 
dollars in forelgn exchange re- 
serves has not grown fast 
enough to fill the fap. Nor are 
these reserves evenly distri- 
puted according to the amount 
of trade they have to back. 

The United States holds 58 
yer cent of all officlal fold 
holdings (outside the Soviet 
bloc) and Germany holds a fur- 
ther 6% per cent.

YOUNG Scottish traveller who has hitch-

Duncan Crighton, 25, 
Tranent, East Lothian, Scotland, 
had reached Ceylon alter walk- 
ing, hitch-hiking and riding on 
{rains from London, France, 
Yugoslavia, Greeee, Turkey, 
Persia ond India, 

He recalls that his arrival in 
Ceylon “was where 1 nearly 
ended my trip. That was where 
the fun and games started.” 
Crighton had met o contact In 
Ceylon who was showing him 
around in h{s car, 


‘Get Back’ 


They were driving along a 
street, when people rushed by 
shouting “get back, get back.” It 
a] Ted there was some trouble 
wohead, They just managed to get 
away in time. 


Next day he read in the piper, 
that a car which had been abcut 
50 yards ahead of them on that 
atrect, hed been stop; by 
tloters, the occupants taken out 
and beaten, nearly to death. 

A day or two Inter, furious 
fighting between the Tamil ond 
Singhalese sections of the 
Colombo community broke out 
Crighton said that from his 
room in the local YMCA, he 
raw a car which a Tamil waa 
driving, stopped and the driver 
pulled out. The man was al- 
most beaten to death. : 

He also.saw nnother Tamil 
beaten up, petrol poured all over 
At 
one stage. during the rioting, 
Crighton said, a Tamil had 
staggered Into the ‘¥Y’ witha 
knife sticking in his back. The 
injured mon was rushed off to 
hospital, and what ‘happened 
after that he has no idea. 

But after the fighting had 
died’ down, Crighton § said, “I 
had an opportunity to sec the 
nicer parts of Ceylon. I was in- 
vited to two tea estates in 
Northern Ceylon.” 


Yugoslavia 


Crighton had this to say about 
various places he visited. 

YUGOSLAVIA: “They are 
thther touchy about what you 
take into Yugoslavia”, he said, 
after visiting the Immigration 
officials, “But I had no type- 
writer, and only an old box 
camera, which caused them to 
burst out laughing when I 
showed it to them.” : 

Yugoslayla,. it turned out, 
Proved to be the biggest wour 
on his shoes, because of the Jack

said. 


But of all the subsequent 
countries vislied, Crithton still 
likes Yugoslavia most, “The 
scencry is varied, ond really 
romething remarkable.” He 
said he had talked with a lot of 
the poor people In Yugoslavia, 
and although Communism was 
not In great evidence, the people 
professed ou dislike of Tito’s 
rule, “Who likes dictatorship,” 
they told Crighton:

He saw the soccer match In 
which Manchester United played 
before their tragic crash in 
Munich. He alsa saw a hockey 
match between the Belgrade 
partisans, or Government tcam, 
and the local stars, “Every time 


the partisans did something 


good, the crowd booed them, and, 


when the stars scored, there was 
wild cheerlng.” 


GREECE: he found the people 

there very friendly, in spite 
of the fact that there was o ew 
outbresk.of.vlolence in Cyprus 
at that time. He said the Grecks 
did everything to help him. 

In Turkey, it was the same. 
At roadblocks, the Turkish 
police had . stopped cors going 
tn his direction and told them 
to give him a Uft. Tae people 
in Turkey were also very, help- 
ful, he sald. 


INDIA: he . visited the Taj 
Mahal, and later made friends 
with a ‘group of Sikhs whe 

him their: honoured 
guest, for the time he stayed 
with them. “During the two 
or three ‘days I was there, 
everything was free, I could 
drink ond eat what *1 liked, 
everything was pald for.”

He hiked to Mysore where a 
friend took him out on a num- 
ber of  bear-huntin, ond 
panther-hunting expeditions.
